SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Adam Presents Amateur Pom Volume 7 Number 8, also known 
as Amateur Porn May 2000 Issue, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine explicitly depicts and describes sexual activity. The magazine 
predominantly contains reviews of sexually explicit publications, particularly video 
recordings, and features high-resolution photographs sourced from these publications. 

The magazine promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct. It contains photographs depicting naked or near naked women posing in a 
sexualised manner and urinating. These photographs are contained in an article 
reviewing video recordings that feature women urinating. The article indicates that 
such depictions are popular in the explicit sex industry and effectively normalises the 
use of urine as a sexually arousing practice. The article provides the reader with 
information on how to obtain these video recordings and thereby encourages the 
reader to further an interest in depictions of women urinating, and to be sexually 
aroused by depictions of women urinating. 

The relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 have been taken 
into account in determining the classification of this publication. This classification 
represents the minimum interference with freedom of expression consistent with 
Parliament’s intention to prevent likely injury to the public good. 
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
